Results of IOTA Contest 2002 


The results of the IOTA Contest of 2002 are now available and show that 7 EI stations 
submitted logs. There were only two island expeditions, EJ4F on Inisheer and EJSE 
on Inishboffin. EJ4F is the winner of the IRTS IOTA Trophy. EI7M set a new EI 
record score in the island section and finished in 11th place overall. EI4DW is the 
winner of the Hal Hodgens Trophy as the leading EI station in the 12 Hour CW 
section and EI7IQ wins the IRTS DX Trophy as the leading EI single operator station. 
A full listing will appear in the next edition of Echo Ireland. This years IOTA contest 
will be held on July 26/27th.
